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( Continuation of 3. NOTE: The new isses that would require further search and or consideration is the claiming of the entire body of "the 
f skimmer being wholly fabricated from titanium metal," which is the claimed in independent claim 1, and newly independent claim 20. 
This aspect had not been claimed previously and therefore would require further search and or consideration. In addition, should 
applicant decide to proceed to appeal the claims would remain rejected due to the fact that Tao [JP 1 1-025903] explicitly teaches that the 
use of metal skimmers was known in the prior art (see Tao [JP 1 1-025903] paragraph 0002). In addition, Kobelco{ "Titanium 
Characteristics" http://www.kobelco.do.jp/titan/e/featurehtm) teaches that it is know to use titanium as electrodes and in reaction vessels 
(page 3). Therefore it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have the 
skimmer fabricated from titanium metal due to its' high resistance to corrosion, and heat, thereby reducing the deposition of compounds. 
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
